Paul in his letters set forth the two phases of 
the return of Christ. In the first phase He will 
return as a thief (1 Thess. 5:2); He will rapture 
His saints into the mid-air heaven in the clouds 
(1 Thess. 4:16, 17); and only those that look for 
Him will see Him at this part of His coming (Heb. 
9:28). 

In the second phase, His return to the earth, 
all eyes shall see Him (Rev. 1:7). He will return 
with all His saints (Jude 14). The armies of His 
saints dressed in white linen, which is the right- 
eousness of saints, will return with Him (Rev. 19: 
8, 14). In the brightness of His return as King 
of kings and Lord of lords, He will destroy the 
antichrist and the false prophet in the lake of 
fire (Rev. 19:15-20). 

The statement of the two witnesses is incorrectly 
stated. The two trees and candlesticks are symbolic, 
but the witnesses are two men that will be killed, 
and their dead bodies will lie in the street of 
Jerusalem three and one half days. Men of all 
nations will see their dead bodies, and behold them 
as they arise and stand upon their feet. Man can 
kill the body, but not the spirit. May I also state, 
that I do not know when Jesus will return, but I 
expect His return very soon.

Clyde C. Cox replies as_ follows: 

The word expected was omitted. The paragraph 
should have read, ‘‘Thirty-nine short years separate 
between the birth of Christ and His expected return.” 
—CLYDE C. COX 
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heard more talk about revival than during 
any similar period of my life. More and more 
of God’s people are becoming hungry, starved for 
revival. This is as it should be, for revival is the 
heartthrob of every true child of God. The very fact 
that we have Christ in our own hearts awakens in 
us a passion for others to have Him too. 
In its quest for revival the Church is apt to have 
two misconceptions about revival. 


S INCE OUR LAST GENERAL ASSEMBLY I have 


THE FIRST is the common error of ex- 
pecting revival to commence among the unsaved. We 
usually think of revival bringing many souls into the 
kingdom of God. Even in our use of the word revival, 
we almost always mean evangelistic meetings. While 
we may try to bring about revival through this man- 
ner, we shall very likely find it both premature and 
futile. What we really need is a soul-stirring, church- 
cleansing, kingdom-building revival. That is our hope 
and our salvation. When this revival comes, it will 
spread to the unsaved all about us. We must realize 
that revival never begins among the unsaved. It must 
first occur as a burden among Christians, as recon- 
secration of lukewarm believers, and as the renewal 
of backsliders. 

Charles G. Finney, one of Christ’s greatest revival- 
ists, has said, 


Revival is the renewal of the first-love of 
Christians, resulting in the awakening and con- 
version of sinners to God. 


We want revival in our day, but we must realize 
that when it comes it will begin with us. In his 
classic study of Revivals, Their Laws and Leaders, 
James Burns says, 


Within the church itself ... there are many 
who have not bowed the knee to Baal, who have 
mourned its loss of spiritual power, and who 
have never ceased to pray earnestly for a revival 
of its spiritual life. For long their prayers seemed 
to be unanswered; it appeared as if God had 
forgotten to be gracious. Gradually, however, the 
numbers are found to increase; prayer becomes 
more urgent and more confident; the condition 
of the church, its want of spiritual life, the

weakness of its spiritual witness, the need of a 
fresh baptism of spiritual power become apparent. 
This need weighs more and more upon the hearts 
of the devout. Longing for better things becomes 
an intense pain; men begin to gather in com- 
panies and pray; they cease not to importune 
God day and night, often with tears, beseeching 
Him to visit with His divine power the souls of 
men and to pour into the empty cisterns a 
mighty flood of divine life. 


In a much more recent study, Revival Times in 
America, Fred W. Hoffman emphasizes the same truth. 


In the pathway back to God the church must 
always lead the way. Revival must begin within 
the church, with the people of God getting right 
with God and with one another. The praying 
down of revival upon a nation is the peculiar 
responsibility of the church, so that, in a very 
real sense the fate of the nation is in the hands 
of the Christian people of that nation. 

The pathway to revival was set forth clearly 
in the word of the Lord to King Solomon at 
the dedication of the temple, in 2 Chronicles 7:14: 
“If my people, which are calied by my name, 
shall humble themselves, and pray, and seek my 
face, and turn from their wicked ways; then will 
I hear from heaven, and will forgive their sin, 
and will heal their land.” 

God’s chief concern in bringing about revival 
in a nation is with His own people, those who 
are the redeemed. When God can bring the con- 
secrated Christians, those who have promised 
to follow the Lord, into the place where He wants 
them, of utter obedience and surrender, then 
through those yielded lives He can revive His 
church, and through a revived church God can 
reach and win a lost world. The church, those 
who profess a faith in Jesus Christ, must turn 
from their evil ways and their indifference and 
unbelief, and in true repentance must seek the 
Lord with their whole heart. Before the church 
can pray down revival power there must be a 
thorough housecleaning, for on many counts the 
church stands guilty before God. Worldliness, self- 
ishness, prayerlessness, unbelief, the substitution 
of human philosophies for the doctrines of grace, 
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these and kindred sins have closed the door to 
divine blessing and power. 

The call of God is a call first of all to the 
humbling of ourselves in sincere repentance and 
confession. And godly men and women who know 
how to pray must bear before God the burden of 
the sins of the nation. 


Every burdened heart, every praying mother, every 
spiritual pastor, every weeping evangelist, is bringing 
us ever closer to that revival which will revitalize 
us and sweep many souls into the kingdom of God. 

When I say revival begins with the church, I mean 
that revival begins with you. And me. We are the 
church. True revival, lasting revival will begin in our 
hearts. 


A SECOND MISCONCEPTION we often 
hold concerning revival is the belief that method will 
bring it to pass. In this modern day we have become 
so accustomed to organization and machinery that 
we almost believe that they are the most important 
thing. That is not true. 

Now I know that we must have system and method 
about our labors for Christ. Planning our work is 
both necessary and beneficial, but it is not sufficient. 
We cannot look to our plans, our training, our or- 
ganization to bring about revival. We must look to 
God for that. Sidney W. Powell had said in Toward 
the Great Awakening: 


A spiritual awakening is never the result of 
clever planning unless the machinery is empow- 
ered by heavenly potency. 


The power of the Holy Ghost, and that power alone, 
can bring revival. The most eloquent preaching in 
the world, if left to its eloquence, may entertain but 
will never revive. Unanointed, unconvinced and un- 
convincing preaching, albeit clever and pleasant, is 
insufficient for this time. High-powered, well-trained 
singing, untouched by the warmth of spiritual feeling, 
is not conducive to revival. Visitation and personal 
work, when left to themselves alone, unaccompanied 
by prayer and fasting and burden of heart, are a 
futile weariness of the flesh. 

Method simply will not bring revival. Only the Holy 
Ghost can do that. Therefore, we must pray and 
beseech God earnestly to visit us with His Spirit. The 
forces against us are too great for us to rely upon 
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our machinery. We are faced by a cold and lax 
church world and by a vile and vicious secular world. 
Against such forces as these, our only hope is in 
prayer. 

Again, let me quote from James Burns: 


God’s people react in revulsion to the wicked- 
ness and corruption of the world about them. 
Unable to cope with a civilization moving in the 
direction of moral chaos, in their helplessness men 
cry out to God for help. Prayer eventually becomes 
insistent, importunate, irresistible. Not only do 
faithful men pray in secret; they gather kindred 
spirits. The soul anguish is communicated from 
one to the other and thus intensified. 


It is then that revival comes. 

Once, before the day of matches, all the fires went 
out in a certain Scotch village. Without matches, 
the only way to rekindle the fires was to find one 
that had not gone out and then bring glowing coals 
of fire from it. After a long search, one man was 
found who had a blazing fire in his hearth. One 
by one the villagers came, lit their faggots and, shield- 
ing the flame from the wind, made their way back 
down the hill. Soon the fire was again burning on 
every hearthstone. 

That is how revival will come to us. We must climb 
the mount of consecration to where the fire of the 
Holy Ghost still burns brightly. When our hearts are 
fully aglow, we are helping to spread revival. A thou- 
sand revival fires burning in a thousand praying 
hearts will bring revival to the Church of God as 
surely as the rising sun brings the light of day. 

We want revival. The question is, do we want it 
enough? We must want it enough to let it begin in 
us. We must want it enough to cast ourselves com- 
pletely upon Him and beseech Him to bring it to us 
first; and then through us to others. 

Will you pray for revival? Will you fast for re- 
vival? Will you pray when you are alone? Will you 
pray together with those of kindred spirit? When 
there are enough who are thus burdened and im- 
passioned for revival, it will come; and all the forces 
of sin and the world will not be enough to hinder it.

GREATEST IN THE WORLD 


HE CONNOTATION of the 
} title will invoke instant re- 
sponse in the heart of read- 
ers. The historian, mathematician, 
astrologer or scientist would im- 
mediately pinpoint something in 
his field that to him is the great- 
est thing in the world. The an- 
swer could change with each man 
according to his set of values and 
ideals in life. We believe and speak 
with certainty that the greatest 
thing in the world is the child 
with his potentialities. 


For many years the theme in 
evangelism has consisted mainly 
of a program designed for the 
adult and presented primarily with 
the adult in mind. The child at- 
tends revival campaigns and 
church services that are not di- 
rected toward his level of under- 
standing. Too often he is not made 
conscious of the fact that God 
loves him and that he needs God. 
Dr. James Rowley, Professor of 
Morris Harvey College, in his lec- 
tures on child development has 
stated that from infancy to school 
days are the formative and most 





impressionable years of one’s life. 
This period then is the golden era 
in a child’s life. By the time he 
enters school he is well on his way 
to what he will become. Schools, 
communities and the Church can 
only guide and mold the founda- 
tion that has already been estab- 
lished by the parents and the 
home. 

What then are we going to do 
as a Church to reach the child 


at this vital age? It is no secret 
that the fastest growing church in 
America today has no revival cam- 
paigns and no Sunday School class- 
es, but it does have an extensive 
and thorough program that fully 
indoctrinates the child with its 
theology and precepts. It attempts 
to accomplish this by the time the 
child reaches the age of six; there- 
in lies the secret of the success. 

The matter of child evangelism 
has been left by the parent to the 
pastor, by the pastor to the evan- 
gelist and by the evangelist to the 
Sunday School teacher. When no 
one feels directly responsible, the 
results are disastrous. The little 
one grows up confused, unsure of 
his faith; and the cynical college 
professor is successful in leading 
him to spiritual catastrophe. We 
immediately place all responsibility 
on the school and the environment, 
but this is an error. The treacher- 
ous path through which the young- 
ster travels is hard only when he 
cannot give an answer for the hope 
that lies within him. Our indict- 
ment today is our failure to im- 
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part to young minds the founda- 
tion of true Christianity. 

The Christian training of a 
child does not demand highsound- 
ing words and oratorical skill. 
Trained singers and educated 
teachers are not enough. Christian 
parents, pastors, teachers and 
evangelists who have given them- 
selves wholly and completely to 
God constitute the solution. The 
adult’s absolute dedication to God 
is quickly detected by the child. 
The sincere Christian is recog- 
nized by a child. He has character- 
istics that are evident and uni- 
versal in nature. They can be 
named in three words. 


The first word is Acceptance. Be- 
fore the child can be taught he 
must be made ready for the teach- 
ing. His mind rebels and rejects 
any ideals or concepts that do not 
coincide with the life of the person 
ministering. The child must feel 
that he is identified with the goals 
and objectives of adults, that he 
is a part of their effort to reach 
a lost world for Christ. By ac- 
cepting the child in his immatur- 
ity and on his own level, we lead 
him to certainty in salvation and 
to mature Christian living in adult- 
hood. 


Achievement is the second key 
word. In leading the child we 
sometimes go overboard and try 
to do it all ourselves, thereby 
robbing the child of any sense of 
Christian responsibility. He be- 
comes a-teen-ager and has yet 
never been tested in Christian- 
leadership; then when he reaches 
manhood he is totally unprepared 
for Christian service. 

The child must be fed to grow 
physically; he must exercise to de- 
velop strong bodies; he must at- 
tend school to mature intellectual- 
ly; and if he grows strong spirit- 
ually it will be because you and I 
have tenderly cared for his soul 
and given him opportunity to wit- 
ness, pray, worship and study care- 
fully and thoughtfully the Book of 
Books. He should be led gently 
into exploring the glory and beauty 
of the Psalms with their sustaining 
strength. His character must be 
molded in appreciation, admiration 
and respect for his Christian herit- 
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age. The history of the Church 
should be as much a part of the 
child as the knowledge of the 
country in which he lives. 


The third word is Affection. It 
speaks for itself. While visiting 
with a successful pastor recently, 
I noticed that anywhere he went 
the children gathered around him. 
They spoke to him with respect 
and appreciation; he was more 
than just a pastor, he was also 
their friend. His church was a 
growing church, for he loved grow- 
ing boys and girls. Because Christ 
said, “Suffer little children, and 
forbid them not, to come unto me: 
for of such is the kingdom of 
heaven,” we must invite them into 
our heart, homes and churches. 
These are their places of refuge. 

The evangelization of the child 
is the greatest challenge the 
Church faces today if it is to sur- 
vive tomorrow. The net increase 
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in population in the United States 
daily is approximately 8,000; in the 
world at large about 100,000. This 
gives rise to an urgency of action 
in the field of child evangelism. 
In one week in America our 
growth numbers approximately 56,- 
000 people; our responsibility to 
these individuals who will face God 
is staggering. It cannot be accom- 
plished unless we begin with them 
as infants. We must instill the truth 
in young fertile minds if we are 
to save the world. 

Yes, without question the great- 
est thing in the world is the child— 
for in each is the potential of a 
Christian giant who could stand 
undefeated, a victorious living tes- 
timony of Christ and His power 
to save! 

“Even so it is not the will of 
your Father which is in heaven, 
that one of these little ones should 
perish” (Matthew 18:14). 
































® PRAYER FOR REVIVAL 


OU NEED TO HEAR what I 

am saying. If you started to 

look at another page because 
of the common title “Prayer for 
Revival,” it is added evidence that 
prayer and revival have become 
common in name but uncommon 
in practice. 

The fact that we will quickly 
look for something new or differ- 
ent because of our acquaintance 
with the word prayer suggests that 
we are looking for light but not 
from the sun; water, but not from 
the ocean; and grass, but not from 
the fields just as we are looking 
for Pentecost without power and 
power without prayer. 


Prayer brings personal revival. 
“Revive us again: that thy people 
may rejoice in thee (Psalm 85:6) 
is the prayer David prayed when he 
felt the need of a spiritual quick- 
ening in his life. 


Prayer brings confession. David 
prayed, “I acknowledge my trans- 
gressions: . . . blot out all mine 
iniquities . . . Restore unto me the 
joy of thy salvation; ...and 
sinners shall be converted unto 
thee” (Psalm 51:3-13). 


Prayer brings searching. “Search 
me, O God, and know my heart: 
try me, and know my thoughts: 
And see if there be any wicked 
way in me, and lead me in the 
way everlasting” (Psalm 139:23, 
24). 


Prayer brings reward. “. . . The 
effectual fervent prayer of a right- 
eous man availeth much” (James 
5:16). If we are to pray effectually, 
we must be righteous. If we are to 
be righteous, we must confess and 
be searched of God and be made 
pure. 


Prayer brings spiritual growth. 
“| . building up yourselves on 
your most holy faith, praying in 
the Holy Ghost” (Jude 20). Re- 
vival in the Church must begin 
in individuals. As long as we do

not sense a need for revival, all 
of the potential powers within us 
lie dormant. God grant that we 
may come to see above all else 
our need of a God-sent, Holy- 
Ghost-directed,  life-transforming 
and sinner-saving revival. 


Prayer will bring a church re- 
vival. Prayer prepares for Pente- 
cost. In Acts 2, while they con- 
tinued in prayer and consecra- 
tion, suddenly there came a sound 
from heaven as of a _ rushing 
mighty wind and filled the house, 
and the praying people had a Pen- 
tecost. 

In a room behind closed doors, 
unnoticed by the thousands of wor- 
shippers who had been influenced 
by tradition to come to Jerusalem 
at this time, hell experienced it’s 
worst bombardment since the res- 
urrection morning only seven 
weeks before. Heaven made per- 
manent contact with the earth and 
the spiritual supply line was se- 
cured. The earth quivered under 
this initial baptism. Pentecost had 
come to Jerusalem! 


The greatest proclamation was 
“the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are 
afar off ...” (Acts 2:39). Every- 
where around the world where peo- 
ple will pray together as they did in 
the first church, a Pentecostal re- 
vival will come. The Church on its 
knees will bring revival, and Pente- 
cost will keep the Church on its 
knees. 


Prayer will bring a community 
revival. The Apostle Paul prayed, 
“my prayer to God for Israel is 
that they might be saved.” To Paul, 
praying was a striving with ear- 
nest effort of soul. It was with 
“all prayer and supplication in the 
Spirit and watching thereunto with 
all perseverance” that brought Co- 
rinth, Ephesus, Galatia and Rome 
under the influence of a Pente- 
costal revival. 


Praying Preachers will bring a 


Pulpit Pentecost. E. M. Bounds 
writes in his book Power Through 
Prayer, “The preacher is commis- 
sioned to pray as well as preach. 
He may speak with the eloquence 
of men and angels; but unless he 
can pray with a faith which draws 
all heaven to his aid, his preaching 
will be as ‘sounding brass and 
tinkling cymbals.’” The penalty of 
sin is still the lake of fire. The 
wages of sin is still death. Sin still 
separates from God. 

In his book, Evangelism, Old and 
New, Rev. A. C. Dixon says, “It 
was not the thunderbolt of Luth- 
er’s anathema, but the power of 
persistent prayer that broke the 
arm of the papacy.” 

Back of the great revival under 
Wesley and Whitefield was prayer. 
John Wesley took with him a god- 
ly old man to pray while he 
preached. In Finney’s great revi- 
vals there were Abel Clary and 
some invalid saints whose diaries 
were found to record that they 
were praying for him on the very 
days on which blessings came. 

The religious instinct, which is 
natural to all men and which is 
sometimes wedded to lust and 
worldliness, may even be observed 
around the world. However, the 
enjoyment of beautiful church ar- 
chitecture with a willingness to 
pay for it, the pleasure of listening 
to sweet music and eloquent 
preaching, and a willingness to 
worship the God of nature are not 
proofs that one has been born 
again. All this may come with the 
first birth and may abound with 
the self-centered vainglory of the 
Pharisee in the temple. But the 
contrition of the publican which 
made him cry, “God be merciful 
to me, a sinner,” and sends him 
down to his house justified, comes 
only when the people of God are 
in prayer and supplication. 

There never was a genuine re- 
vival of Christianity which did not 
have its roots in. prayer.

Do the Work of An Evangeli 


HE WRITER OF this ex- 
j press commandment, the 
Apostle Paul, was sending 
the message from prison. He had 
been imprisoned for the sake of 
the gospel and was carrying on the 
work of God even though incarcer- 
ated. Paul was conscious of the 
evil existing in his day and 
through the Spirit forecast terrible 
days that lay ahead. He was con- 
scious of the tremendous responsi- 
bility resting on ministers of the 
gospel, and gave them the solemn 
charge which is recorded in 2 Tim- 
othy 4. The conditions of the pres- 
ent day were predicted, and fi- 
nally came this admonition to Tim- 
othy and to all God-called men: 
“Do the work of an evangelist.” 
You, my fellow minister, whether 
you be a pastor, a teacher, a 
traveling evangelist, a state over- 
seer, or an executive, have a duty 
to discharge, “Do the work of an 
evangelist.” 

The work of an evangelist can 
be performed by any God-called 
minister. It is simply announcing 
the gospel to others. The word 
evangelist is found only three 
times in the New Testament—in 
Acts 21:8 where it refers to Philip, 
the evangelist; in Ephesians 4:11 
where Paul relates that God hath 
set evangelists in the church; and 
in 2 Timothy 4:5 from which the 
words of this text are taken. In 
the foregoing Scripture references, 
the person thus described is under- 
stood as being a preacher of the 
gospel, a bringer of good tidings. 

Jesus did the work of an evan- 
gelist. “The Spirit of the Lord is 
upon me,.because he hath anointed 


me to preach the gospel...” (Luke . 


4:18). “And it came to pass, that 
on one of those days, as he taught 
the people in the temple, and 
preached the gospel .. .” (Luke 
20:1). Our Lord Jesus Christ was 
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doing the work of an evangelist. 
Whether to one person as to the 
woman of Samaria at the well or 
the demoniac of Gadara, or to 
multitudes as He sat by the way- 
side or taught from the boat, He 
constantly preached unto them the 
good news of the kingdom of God 
and salvation through the eternal 
sacrifice of Himself. 

In addition to preaching the gos- 
pel, the work of an evangelist is 
to bring men to the moment of 
deciding for Christ and eternity, 
to persuade them to forsake sin 
and follow Jesus. “Knowing there- 
fore the terror of the Lord, we 
persuade men” (2 Corinthians 5: 
11). “And he reasoned in the syna- 
gogue every sabbath, and per- 
suaded the Jews and the Greeks” 
(Acts 18:4). “And he went into 
the synagogue, and spake boldly 
for the space of three months, dis- 
puting and persuading the things 
concerning the kingdom of God” 
(Acts 19:8). Here the Apostle Paul 
is bringing men to the moment 
of decision in their lives and per- 
suading them that Christ is the 
only way to eternal life. 

Such evangelistic preaching is 
not easy. It is the “product of hard 
work in the spirit of prayer.” It 
is not emotional drivel or grave- 
yard stories, but is doctrinal in its 
emphasis on the death, burial and 
resurrection of our Lord who died 
for our sins and was buried and 
raised for our justification. It 
should be positive and kind—not 
belligerent and berating. It is Bib- 
lical, Christ-centered, personal 
preaching designed to reach men’s 
hearts, turning them from dark- 
ness and bondage to light and lib- 
erty. 

The writer Paul, who filled the 
office of an apostle, also performed 
the work of an evangelist. His 
evangelistic tours carried him 


throughout Asia Minor. There he 
succeeded in winning souls to 
Christ, establishing churches and 
preaching to governors and kings. 
He admonishes you, my fellow 
minister, “Do the work of an 
evangelist.” 

Several reasons could be given 
for this exhortation. Evangelists 
are for the perfecting of the saints, 
the work of the ministry, the edi- 
fying of the body of Christ. Be- 
cause of a shortage of concerned 
evangelists, you, though a pastor, 
must perform the task. Yet, as a 
pastor, you may touch many in 
your congregation that a visiting 
minister could not touch. As their 
pastor, your people have confi- 
dence in you; therefore, do the 
work of an evangelist. 

Many times certain seasons arise 
that such work should be done at 
once. The times are propitious, the 
season of conviction has come; re- 
vival fires begin to burn. A full- 
time evangelist may not be avail- 
able, and it becomes necessary, in 
order to reap a harvest, to do the 
work of an evangelist. 

One may reason ‘that since he is 
pastoring a church he has no op- 
portunity for performing this work. 
However, opportunities for ez- 
ecuting this command are on every 
hand. There is a vast harvest of 
souls all around you. Christ said, 
“Lift up your eyes and look on the 
fields for they are white already 
unto harvest.” 

The population of the United 
States is mobile. One out of every 
five changes his address each year. 
Consequently, some persons each 
year move into your community 
who perhaps have never had the 
opportunity of hearing a full- 
gospel Church of God message 
preached to them under the 
anointing of the Spirit. Add to this 


the fact that many persons moving & 4

from one vicinity to another, who 
perhaps may have had an experi- 
ence with Christ in the past, lose 
contact with their church and fall 
into the snare of the devil. These 
need reviving and reinstating to 
the gospel of the Lord Jesus. Since 
the population is moving so much, 
you have a field in which to la- 
bor. 

Another reason you should do 
the work of an evangelist is be- 
cause of the population growth in 
many areas. America is a growing 
country. It presently is a country 
with a population of 182,000,000 
people. Its population is up 28,000- 
000 in ten years and has grown 
at a faster rate than many coun- 
tries of Asia. State after state has 
experienced phenomenal growth. 
Cities have changed their faces 
overnight. Some of the fastest 
growing areas in the country are 
fertile fields for your work. For in- 
stance, in the State of Florida in 
the last ten years its population 
has increased seventy-six per cent. 
California is second in growth with 
an increase of forty-seven per cent. 
Seven states in the United States 
have had in the last ten years 
population growth of over twenty 
per cent. There are fertile areas 
where you are to do the work of 
an evangelist. 

The fastest growing areas in the 
next few years will be the West, 
the Southwest, the Southeast and 
the upper tiers of the Midwest. Con- 
sequently, you can do the work of 
an evangelist. Population projec- 
tions predict that the population of 
the United States by 1975, should 
Jesus tarry, will be 230,000,000 peo- 
ple. In the last fifteen years the 
United States has seen an increase 
of 42,300,000 immortal souls who 
will spend an eternity somewhere. 

In 1954, 1,000,000 babies were 
born. In 1961 there will be 130,000 





































increase. By 1975 the birthrate is 
predicted to be 6,000,000 a year. 
Think of the vast potential of souls 
daily coming into our world. Soon 
they will come to an age where 
they can experience the saving 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
The year 1945 seems as only yes- 
terday; yet, children who were 
born in 1945 are now in high 
school—the youth of today who 
need to know God and who need 
to know His blessings. Presently, 
58,000,000 Americans, nearly one 
third of the population of the 
United States, are children four- 


teen or under. Another 13,500,000 
teen-agers are fifteen through 
nineteen. Think of the vast har- 
vest of youth today who in these 
unsettled years need to learn of 
Christ and His cause. 

My fellow minister, do not be 
fooled into taking things easy. This 
is an age when we need to work 
as never before. The Communists 
are working on every hand. They 
are using the youth of our land 
to spread their propaganda. Wit- 
ness the sit-ins, the stand-ins, the 
riots at U.N. and at other strategic 
centers in the world. The devil is 
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working. We need to get out and 
evangelize these young people by 
doing the work of an evangelist. 

Do the work of an evangelist! Be 
at this labor unceasingly and ever- 
lastingly. Every year brings 1,000,- 
000 more unchurched here in the 
United States. After almost 2,000 
years, two thirds of the world’s 
population is today unconverted 
and knows not the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Is it because we have failed 
to do the work of an evangelist? 
I ask you, fellow minister. Ponder 
the question seriously. Do we ex- 
cuse ourselves by saying we are not 
evangelists, simply because we are 
not willing to spend the time in 
earnest soul-searching before the 
Lord in prayer and in agonizing 
for those who need the Lord? Are 
we excusing ourselves from this 
difficult task and saying let the 
evangelist do the work, when all 
around us souls are dying and go- 
ing to hell? What will our answer 
be when we stand in the presence 
of God? 


Can you not hear the words of 
this aged man? Can you not see 
an old, tired warrior who has given 
his life for the evangelization of 
the multitudes, who could have 
been ensconced in a nice congre- 
gation and an easy chair, and who 
could perhaps have pastored the 
finest and largest church in all of 
Christendom in that area; but who, 
forsaking all these, preferred to 
do the work of an evangelist that 
others may hear the story of Je- 
sus? He now sits in a prison cell, 
the end of his life is fast approach- 
ing. This aged warrior sees a world 
yet unconverted, hungering mass- 
es who are yearning for the Word 
of God, struggling towards eternity 
lost and undone without God. Out 
of the prison cell he cries to you, 
my brother: “do the work of an 
evangelist.” 

May I encourage .you in the 
month of April to do your utmost, 
visiting minister or no visiting min- 
ister, to have a real soul-stirring 
revival in your church. 

The highest attainment of any 
preacher in this life is the reaching 
of the goal set by our Lord and 
Master who said, “I will make you 
fishers of men.” Therefore, do the 
work of an evangelist.

Clergymen have been given a 
second chance to receive social se- 
curity coverage, the Social Securi- 
ty administration says. 

The 1960 Amendments to the So- 
cial Security Act provide more time 
for the minister to get social se- 
curity protection for himself and 
his famil 


y. 

Ministers were first offered so- 
cial security protection in 1955. 
However, the time for a clergyman 
to elect this coverage expired on 
April 15, 1959. Since then, the 
choice of social security has been 
= to newly ordained minis- 

rs. 

The 1960 changes give a minister 
until April 15, 1962, to make his 
election. But, those ministers who 
want social security credits for 
1959 must decide by April 15, 1961. 


More Missionary News on 
the Congo 

NEW YORK, N. Y. (EP)—Again, 
white missionaries have told of 
violence in the Congo and serious 
curbs on Christian witness there 
precipitated by Congolese soldiers 
— to the late Patrice Lumum- 
a. 


This time the report came from 
40 American missionaries and their 
families who arrived at New York’s 
Idlewild Airport from London on 
a flight from Uganda. 

“I was told my blood would be 
shed and my body would be 
painted with my own blood,” said 
Dr. John Slater, 28, of Pontiac, 
Michigan. 

Slater, a medical doctor for 17 
months in the Palmer Memorial 
Hospital in Kivu Province, told re- 
porters he was kept under house 
arrest at the hospital for one week 
and threatened constantly with 
bodily harm. The only indignity he 
suffered, however, was a slap by 
the pro-Lumumba soldiers. 

The missionaries, all represent- 
ing the Conservative Baptist For- 
eign Missionary Society of Wheat- 
on, Ill, were unanimous in de- 
claring that the Congo is overrun 
by Communists. 

“The regime of Antoine Gizenga 


(Lumumba’s political successor) is 
Communist through and through,” 
Slater said. “We heard soldiers 
talking about establishing com- 
munes in Kivu. We heard them 
say they were getting their arms 
from Moscow. And I heard one say, 
‘Just wait until we get Soviet 
bombs and then we'll take care of 
the Belgians and the other 
whites.’ ” 


Assemblies Pastors Attacked 
in Tanganyika 

DAR ES SALAAM, Tanganyika 
(MNS)—A newly-built Assemblies 
of God mission church near Arusha 


was attacked by a group of about 
50 Africans during a service at 
which the missionary, Rev. J. Paul 
Bruton, was speaking. An. African 
student minister, Robert Nehemia, 
was also attacked by the mob. 

An eyewitness reported the ring- 
leader of the mob as saying, “If 
the American missionary comes to 
preach in this church again we 
will kill him, and if these people 
gather to pray in this church again 
we will burn it down.” 


Castro Turns Propoganda 
Guns on Church 


HAVANA, Cuba (EP) — Along 
with Premier Fidel Castro’s early 
attack on the administration of 
John F. Kennedy, new U.S. Presi- 
dent, he also shot verbal missiles 
at the Roman Catholic Church and 
its clergy in Cuba. 

In a heated speech, Castro im- 
plied he plans to nationalize Cath- 
olic cemeteries and private schools. 
He said that Roman Catholic 
priests had “deceived themselves 
and put themselves on the side of 
enemies of the Cuban revolution.”
